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Mrs. General Phil Sheridan comes next in the galaxy 
of noble names and is the youngest, except Mrs. Nellie 
Grant Sartoris, on the list. Her home is not an impos- 
ing one, but is a pretty red brick, and its oddly shaped 
rooms are furnished with delicate taste and are full of 
mementoes of the gullant warrior. This house was 
presented to General Sheridan by friends in Chicago 
when he was made Commander-in-Chief of the Army, 
and it was here that he lived until his death. In the 
hall—which, while not large, is very well arranged—is a 
beautiful silver-studded Mexican saddle which was pre- 
sented to the General by one of his many admirers, and 
on a table is a bronze bust of the soldier. On the wall 
hangs his portrait, over which is hung the Stars and 
Stripes which he so bravely defended, while within the 
pretty parlor are many interesting souvenirs of the dead 
husband and father. Handsome tables, full of dainty 
bric-a-brac, are displaved and the walls are lung with 
beautiful pictures. The many handsome swords that 
were presented to the General are displayed ina glass 
case, and an air of both luxury and coziness pervades 
the home, 

Mrs. Sheridan was but a girl at the time of her mar- 
riage to the General, and is now regarded as one of the 
handsomest women in Washington. With a slender 
figure, Which she dresses in exquisite taste, she is one 
\ hose stylish appearance attracts instant attention, and 
her oval face, framed in with @ark and luxuriant bair, is 
one of intellectual strength and beauty. Mrs. Sheridan 
seems to care but little for society, though the fact that 
her oldest daughter Mary was one of the debutantes of 
lust season has brought her more than usual into the 
activity of social life at the capital.

Leaving behind the memories of war, for the more 
pleasant ones ol peace, we come to Mrs. Childs, widow 
of the late George W. Childs of Philadelphia, the philan- 
thropist whose name ts linked with so many gifts for 
the benefit of humanity. Mrs. Childs has just settled in 
her new home, which, for the last year, has been in the 
process of construction. It is a mansion built of yellow 
brick and the interior is arranged in a style of model 
convenience. The wide staircase of stone leads up to 
the second floor, where there is a big hall with a tall, 
open fireplace, above which rises a richly carved oaken 
mantel. The library is a large room fronting the street, 
its walls being in dark green and the trimmings of 
mahogany. Next comes the parlor, daintily furnished 
in light and pretty ornaments and a furniture of a 
graceful pattern. Adjoining is the dining-room, a 
large apartment whose furniture is of massive antique 
oak. The rooms on the floor above are private ones for 
the use of Mrs. Childs and her niece, and consist of the 
bathroom, bedroom and sitting-room for each of the 
ladies. 

Mrs. Blaine, widow of the late Secretary of State 
James G. Blaine, has a fine home in Washington, but 
the huge house is seldom the scene of any festivities. 
It is an immense red brick just about a block from that 
of Mrs. Grant, and faces on Dupont Circle, one of the 
most aristocratic sections of the city.
